: Hartley, He's a bachelor and he lives at Ho- 
tel Menasha when he isn't driving pell-mell

Seven or eight years ago Mr. Hartley 


Tnrinus 
suffered a severe heart attack. Last week 


he left Baltimore at 6 in the morning, drove straight 
through to Menasha to be home for this dinner party. 


The other guests had similar testimonials to offer re- 


garding regained health. That's why they were there. 


Mr. Hartley is an inventor, and an electrical engineer. 


His company out on Highway 41 near the outdoor theater 
manufactures electronic control equipment he has invent- 
ed for the foundry business. He does business with the 
largest foundries all over the country.

Exceptions to Exodus From Ministry 
Businessman to Pastor: 
Challenges of New Career 


BY DOROTHY RIUITKR 


At a time when an exodus 


from the parish ministry is 
taking place and the ratio 
of young men choosing the 
ministry is not keeping pace 
with the increase in religious 
population, it is pleasant to 
note the exceptions—the men 
who are leaving industry and 
commerce to become minis- 
ters. They do so in spite of 
low salaries; the frustrations 
thai arise when congregations 
show little desire to relate 
Christian faith to the issues of 
the day, and the fact that the 
minister has been downgraded 
these past years, according to 
leaders in the field. 


The Rev. Donald Olski is 


one of these exceptions. He 
left an accounting job in Nee- 
nah to become pastor of the 
United Church of Christ at 
Bosendale and the Methodist 
Church at Elo. To do this the 
Olskis sold their home, left 
their friends and way of life 
and with five young children 
set out to make a new life for 
themselves. 


Job in Bookstore 


The equity in his 
house 


plus a grant from the Chicago 
Theological Seminary and a 
job as a student accountant 
in the seminary bookstore, saw 
him through two years of a 
three-year course. Last year 
he also took three correspond- 
ence courses to round out his 
education. 
Of his schooling, 


Rev. Olski said, "To begin 
with. I wondered whether I 
could 
compete 
with 
those 


young fellows at the seminary 
after having been away from 
school so long (he is 38 years 
old). Graduate work is much 
more difficult than undergrad- 
uate work, and until I knew 
that I could hold my 
own, 


grades were very important. 
There was a period of adjust- 
ment and soul searching '' 


Rev. Olski finds the ministry 


a real challenge. "It is very 
complex; no man can succeed 
equally in all phases, but you 
can do your best. He finds 
that it is in the area of ser- 
mons that he needs to work 
hardest. "1 need to enunciate 
more clearly." Before coming 
to Rosendale, Rev. Olski had 
preached only four or five 
sermons. 


During the corning winter, 


while serving two churches, 
he will commute to Chicago 
to complete his education. HP 
expects to spend three or four 
days of each week at the sem- 
inary. 


What prompts a young man, 


successeful in his 
business, 


settled in his community and 
with a dependent family, to 
give up all he has striven to 
attain, to become a small- 
town minister? First, it should 
be made clear that Fev. Olski 
does not believe (hat he has 
given up anything 


"The change in our lives," 


he said, "has been consider- 
able, but in every aspect, lor 
the better. It has brought our 
family closer together, made 
us more aware of man's prob- 
lems, such as the racial prob- 
lem, and it has widened our 
circle of friends.'' 


Mrs. Olski agrees with her 


husband, adding that she has 
been asked to answer two 
questions many times in the 
past two years: "why did he 
decide to leave accounting 
and enter the ministry? And 
what would he have done if 
I had not been willing to go 
along?" 


"It seemed," Mrs Olski de- 


clared, "that no matter which 
words we chose, the answer 
to the first question was basic- 
allv the same—that a man 
must do what he has to do— 
and Don fell he had to enter 
the ministry. If was a very un- 
satisfying 
answer, 
but 
we 


could not help it. The words 
eluded us 


"About three weeks ago I 


read Robert Calhoun's 'God 
and the Day's Work1. In his 
words I found the beginning 
to answers. His book left this 
thought with me—a man takes 
his interest to a particular 
job, but some aspect of this 
work must give back to a man 
to give him inner growth.

"1 sat back and said to mv- 


self, 'Of roursp1' How mam 
times in the past two years

"But why the ministry for 


this to happen? First let me 
say that Don will always be 
an accountant, but his main 
interest here is the orderliness 
of a balanced ledger. As he 
became involved in church 
work and in the lives of other 
people, he found himself with 
two conflicting areas of in- 
terest, and he could not re- 
concile them. He tried being 
an active layman. He was 
challenged as h« had never

HP was com- 


pelled to give as he bad never 
given before — his time, his 
energy, his material posses- 
sions, his complete self. 


"He had a major in account- 


ing, but he realized that in 
order to get his degrees in 
life, he must have a major in 
the ministry and a minor in 
accounting. The result is that 
the accountant runs our house- 
hold, but the minister is help- 
ing our home and our lives 
to be beautiful and satisfying, 
through (he upsets as well as 
the good days.

The Edery Among Us 


County Homes Provide Place To Live Out Days in Dignity

Acts of heroism are not always deeds of magnitude. They are 


often small performances of loyalty, acceptance, or dedi- 
cation. 


At the Outagamie County Golden Age Home a bent and 


fragile man each afternoon trudges from the men's section 
to the women's. His wife, her eyes vacant, waits in a wheel 
chair. He greets her. pushes her chair into the home's com- 
mon area, and the two spend the afternoon together. It is 
his act of loyalty. 


At the City Home seven women sit in wheel chairs on 


three sides of the downstair? sitting room. Usually they 
watch television there. The TV is broken, but they take 
their places anyhow, thinking their own thoughts, now and 
then acknowledging a statement by one. They say that some 
days they are lonesome, but some days they'd be lonesome 
at home too. 


At Riverview Golden Age Home an 88-year-old former 


teacher lets her heart go out to an 18-year-old spastic boy 
and she determines to help him learn to read silently. Her 
hay fever interrupted lessons, but she's going to try again. 


A Wrench To Leave Family, Home 


The fact that people are old and living in a home does 


not make them less than they ever were. They have more 
problems, to be sure, for the mere move to a home creates 
psychological difficulties. For each, regardless of health, 
there is a period of adjustment during which he must over- 
come the feeling that he is estranged, no longer loved or 
wanted. 


Many make peace with the situation. Those who lived 


with their children found they could not live as their fam- 
ilies did. They had neither the physical ability to keep up 
nor were they in tune with a different generation. 
Still, 


their children, as long as the parents could keep up a semb- 
lance of family participation, did not want to "put them 
away." 


A woman at the City Home says she feels "in the way" 


with her family. She'd like to live wilh her daughter, but it 
would be loo hard 1o be taken care of there. 
When you 


don't havp any other home, "this is home." 
If she could 


have anything she wanted, her wish would be to walk again, 
to be able to get to a bathroom by herself, to lose her com- 
plete dependence. 


Age Doesn't Feel 
Different 


At 90, a gray-haired, bespectacled City Home resident 


says she loves it there She lived all her life in the country, 
and now she has lots of friends She often wondered how it 
would be when she got old, but she doesn't feel old. She 
can go to bed. close her eyes and sleep all night. She's lived 
there 10 years and occasionally sees one of her eight chil- 
dren. 


Obviously acceptance of life in a home for the aged is 


affected by the .state of one's health. Those whose health 
problems are complicated by senility or mental illness are 
sent to the Outagamie County Hospital where they receive 
special care Those simply too old to care for themselves re- 
side at the City Home, The County Golden Age Home or 
Rnerview Sanatorium and Hospital. Each place has its own 
set of limitations, its own ad\antages, and its own staff of 
people dedicated to making declining years as enjoyable 
as possible. 


On a sunny afternoon at the City Home red and white 


flowers break the wide expanse of front lawn. Green metal 
chairs dot HIP area below the porch, and. on a glider, two 
elderly men cast moving shadows on the porch floor. One 
puffs on a pipe. In the rocker on the other side of the 
door, another gentleman takes after-dinner ease. A moment 
later he is called to a daily game of sheepshead in the din- 
ing room. 


A New Taste Treat Met 


The kitchen staff is busy cleaning up after lunch and 


one of the cooks is dropping golden spoonsful of chocolate 
chip cookie dough onto shiny sheets. A mid-afternoon snack. 


In the first floor clinic section Mis. John Falcus. R N., 


tells a bewhiskered old man that he should sip his medicine, 
not down it in one gulp. Another comes in and complains. 


'I hope those fellas don't want the window wide open 
again all night." 


Those who live on the first floor are all patients in the 


nursing section of the home. On the second floor are the 
men and women who are well enough to handle their own 
needs. Five have private rooms. The others live in two, 
three and four-bed wards. Some help in the kitchen, setting 
tables or cleaning up after dinner. One man has a garden 
patch that has kept residents supplied with tomatoes. He 
also introduced his friends to salsify, a plant cooked like an 
oyster stew He is 91. 


"There's only one thing wrong here," one woman says. 


"We get too much food " All express delight with the meals. 
When life's physical pleasures wane, good food has major 
importance. 


LiJce Freedom From Effort 


The aged who live in homes express relief at no longer 


being concerned about such tasks as laundry, cooking and 
shovplmg snow. The hectic pace has slowed and they don't 
mind at all. For those less alert, days merge. They have 
television and as much activih as they can handle. The 
very active try to keep busy, provided their fingers have 
not become gnarled with arthritis and their eyesight has 
not become shadowed. 


For some the loneliness of old age is increased by deaf- 


ness cutting off the world of sound. They watch television

and for a while, try to sort the blur of voices. If they cannot 
learn to read lips, they give up trying to hear. 


Most of the men and women at the City Home are widow- 


ed, says administrator James Hickmbotham. They are not 
necessarily to be pitied. They are full of humor and com- 
plaints, sadness and joy, just as all people are. 
But, for 


them, life has steppped into another phase. 


Many of them are self-paying Those who live on the 


second floor pay $75 a month plus a $15 service charge if 
special care is required. There are 45 residents who live 
on Social Security, pensions and whatever funds they may 
have. The largest Social Security check received by a resi- 
dent is $96. Most get about $40, if they receive any bene- 


fit at all. Paying even part of their own way gives resi- 
dents a sense of responsibility and dignity. 


The Outagamie County Golden Age Home and Hospital 


has special problems as it attempts to give the aged a com- 
fortable place to live. It is not a home either in atmosphere 
or in layout. It is a mental hospital using its first floor for 
the county Golden Age Home that formerly operated in 
New London. The difficulties that evolve cannot be solved 


simply by virtue of the building itself. 


One of the major deficiencies is lack of privacy for the 


aged who make that first floor their home. There are no 
private rooms or baths. Those who wish to visit with their 
families usually do so in the dining room, a bright and 
cheery place that is full of color and greenery. Adminis- 
trator John Engel stresses that today's concept in homes 
for the aged is that there should be no more than two or 
three to a room, and that such homes be built low to the 
ground, with wings providing for the separation of those re- 
quiring different kinds of care. 


Lack Facilities 


The County Golden Age Home has no coffee room, no 


leisure room or family visiting area. Facilities are not such 
that thp 90 Golden Age residents can be completely separ- 
ated from the 240 mental patients. Major recreational af- 
fairs bring the groups together for dances, bingo — which 
they love — and entertainment. 


About half of the Golden Age residents are completely 


self pay. either on their own or with the help of their fam- 
ilies. As at the City Home. Welfare Departments make up 
the amount they cannot meet.

A pine box tacked to a tree near the pioneer home 


of Burr S. Craft as Tecos Pont in the vicinity ol the

after passing through many hands. As settlements 
grew into villages, postmasters were appointed and 
the mail followed regular trail, water and road routes. 


Village Post Office 


Appleton came of age as a post office location in 


the spring of 1849 when J. Johnston was appointed 
first postmaster of the unincorporated village. His 
home and hostelry became the first village post office. 
By July of that year H. L. Blood had contracted to 
carry the mails between Necnah and Green Bay. His 
stagecoach line took the mail three times a week to 
Green Bay from Appleton and his daily rowboat ser- 
vice between Neenah and Appleton brought both pas- 
sengers and mail. By 1850 there was a triweekly 
service started from Green Bay to Fond du Lac by 
way of Kaukauna. Appleton and Neenah. When the 
river was navigable, the mail came by boat; in the 
winter months it was carried by stagecoach or sleigh.

If I \vere you, 1 wouldn't make any phone calls 


between 1 p.m. and 3:30 p.m. today—unless they 
happen to be of the utmost urgency. 


Chances are good that if you phoned between 


those hours you'd pull a Green Bay Packer fan away 
from his television set. . . .and there isn't a surlier 
creature this side of Moscow than a Packer booster 
interrupted during his favorite autumnal diversion. 


Diversion actually isn't a strong enough term. 


Starting today—with the official National Football 
League season opening—and continuing for the next 
13 Sundays. Packer games are a veritable way of life 
for hundreds of thousands of Wisconsin residents. 


When the Packers play on foreign soil, such as 


they are doing today in Pittsburgh, fans isolate them- 
selves from every other pursuit and give their undi- 
vided attention to their TV sets or radios for a mini- 
mum of 2Vz hours. 


And. when the Packers are at home—either in

Milwaukee—those 
fans 
fortunate 


enough to have tickets make a day of it. Their entire 
family and social life is keyed to the Packer game. 


Because newly-renamed Lambeau Field can't pos-

see the games—even though the seating capacity has 
been elevated to more than 50,000—owning Packer 
tickets has become a status symbol of sorts. 


There are u n d o u b t e d l y some who attend 


games principally to be seen at the stadium. Others 
with no particular attachment go regularly to exper- 
ience the thrill of big-league football. But the vast ma- 
jority of stadium - goers and tens of thousands of 
others who follow the team vicariously are fiercely 
loyal to the Packers, win or lose. And, if the Packers 
happen to win, everything comes up roses for their 
fans the next seven days. 


What prospects do the Packers have of making 


their adherents happy for the next 14 weeks? Vince 
Lombardi. the Bays' dynamic head coach and genera] 
manager, has enough weapons in his arsenal to indi- 
cate that another bang-up season is in the offing. 


Whether the Packers can detonate enough point 


explosions to blast their way into their first home-field 
title game since 1961 remains to be seen. After all, 
they compete in the power-packed Western Confer- 
ence, where the phrase "soft touch" is so obsolete that 
any kind of a slip can mean a loss to any team. It

would appear that defending champion Baltimore 
and the ready-to-hit-their-peafc Minnesota Vikings wilt 
be the biggest barriers between the Packers and their 
fourth division title in six years. But Detroit's Lions, 
Los Angeles' Rams, Chicago's Bears and San Fran- 
cisco's 49ers have enough outstanding talent to pose 
a major threat every time they take the field. 


The Packers' main concern will be to avoid being 


"swept" by any of their eager rivals. In 1963 the 
Bears beat the Packers twice and went on to win the 
crown. Last year—coincidentally or not—the Colts 
took the Bays' measure twice and also finished on 
top. 


Though Lombardi's league record for his 6-year 


regime (58-20-2) is second to none and though the 
Packers are universally respected for their power 
football, the dedicated and proud leader won't be 
satisfied until his team has earned the championship 
again. "Amost" isn't good enough for a perfectionist 
like Vince. The Packers finished only a half-game out 
o£ first in '63 and dropped out of title contention 
last year because of a number of thin defeats. Green 
Bay lost three games by a total of only five points, and 
their five losses came by an aggregate of 25 points. 


Lombardi has taken a number of remedial steps 


in his effort to turn Green Bay into Title-town again. 
Bedeviled by place-kicking inadequacies 
last year 


(Paul Honwng lost his touch, Jerry Kramer was on 
the shelf and Gary Kroner was shipped out), Lombar- 
di corralled the best kicker available—Don Chandler. 
And judging from his work in exhibition 
games, 


Chandler should cure most of the field goal, extra 
point and kickoff woes—as well as to provide sound 
punting. 


Detecting the need for more speed on his pass- 


receiving corps, Lombardi made Baylor's Larry Elkins 
his No. 1 draft choice. Elkins' decision to play in the 
A.FL instead of the NFL didn't deter Lombardi for 
long. He dealt for Carroll Dale, a speedy Los Angeles 
Ram, and even though the Packers gave up Dan Cur- 


rie, this could well prove a fruitful trade. Unable to 
dissuade Ron Kramer from playing out his option, 
the Bays' chief strategist did the next best thing. Ha 
acquired the experienced Bill Anderson for insurance 
at the tight end spot in case Marv Fleming doesn't 
prove equal to the task. 


In an effort to avoid last year's unnerving experi- 


ences in the offensive line—whgre injuries and illness 
proved costly—Vince is having most of his interior 
linemen learn two or more positions to insure maxi- 
mum versatility. 
Lombari's final move for improve- 


ment has been to infuse more youth into the active 
lineup. This hasn't been a good year for rookies in 
the Packer camp it's true, but sophomores are getting 
considerable opportunity to show their wares. 


In many ways, then, this is a big-change year for 


the Packers. Thirty per cent or more o£ the starting 
offensive-defensive lineups will likely be different 
from those of '64. Seven of the 22 positions could be 
manned by new or switched starters. On offense, 
Boyd Dowler will start at left end, with Dale due to 
take his place as flanker. Fleming or Anderson will 
be at tight end, Steve Wright takes over for Norm 
Masters at right tackle. On defense, Dave Robinson 
moves in as left linebacker for Currie, Doug Hart or 
Bob Jeter takes over for Jess Whittenton and Tom 
Brown could replace or spell Hank Grenimtnger. 


The inexorable change in personnel continued this 


year with the departure of such favorites as Whitten- 
ton, Ron Kramer and Currie. They've completed their 
scenes on the Packer stage and are making room for 
new heroes. The turn-over of material has been so 
extensive that the 40-man roster includes only 15 
players from the 1960 team—the unit which won the 
first division title under Lombardi. 


This hardy little band includes some blockbusters 


who again carry many of the hopes for '65 Packer 
success. Bart Starr, the accurate passer and heady 
play-caller, will again direct the offense. Jim Tay- 
Itr, Hornung and Tom Moore continue to spearhead

Jim Taylor took a pitchout from Babe Parilli and 


headed around right end. . .for no gain. 


That was the LSU rookie's first carry as a Packer 


in the fourth quarter against the Philadelphia Eagles 
in City Stadium on Oct. 26, 1958. 


Today, Jarrin' Jim stands alone as the Packer's all- 


time rushing king. 


The muscled fullback now leads in the six major 


categories of rushing — career, season, and single 
game in attempts, and career, season and single 
game in yards. 


Latest to fall was Clark Hinkie's career total of 


1,171 attempts in 10 seasons. Taylor has 1400 attempts 
to date. 


The other five marks held by Jim are most at- 


tempts one season, 272 in 1962; most attempts one 
game, 30 against Pittsburgh in 1963; most yards in 
career, 5,826; most yards in one season, 1,474 in 1962; 
and most yards in one game, 186 against New V0rk 
in 1931. 


Taylor, now in his seventh season, has accomp- 


lished his record-breaking feat in 85 games. Ha 
played five games as a rookie and nine as a soph- 
omore in 1959 when injuries to his hand and foot 
suffered in a home accident kept him out of three 
games. He played 12 games in 1960 and 14 in each of 
the next three campaigns. 


As a rookie, the Payou Brone played only when 


the Packers were far ahead (but once) and when 
they were far behind until the last two games when 
he was given a starting assignment. 


That was all Taylor needed. He ran 22 times 


against the 49ers in San Francisco for 137 yards and 
the next Sunday carried 22 times for 106 yards against 
the Rams. Los Angeles defensive 
players 
were 


shocked with Taylor's power and said "he was like 
tackling a piano." 


Little more than a month later Vince Lombardi 


took over the Packers and one look at Taylor bounc- 
ing defensive backs around in game films convinced 
the new head coach that this was his kind of power 
fullback. 


Going into his "debut" on the West Coast, Taylor 


worked against the Eagles, finishing with no yards in 
three attempts; the Colts in that 56-0 loss; and the 
Bears. The score was 49-0 in the fourth quarter in 
Baltimore when Jim hit the line for one yard. He later 
scored the first of his (62) touchdowns on a two-yard 
smash in which he kicked himself over while on his 
back in the fourth quarter. He didn't score in the two 
games on the coast. 


Starting in 1960, Taylor had season rushing totals 


of 1,101, 1307, 1,474, 1,018 and 1,169 yards . . . andr 
of course, he suddenly became one of the two best 
fullbacks in the National Football League. He shared 
the honor with the Browns' great fullback. Jimmy 
Brown. 


With the presence of Paul Hornung, scoring does- 


n't seem to characterize Taylor but the bullish crash- 
er holds a league record for most touchdowns in a 
single season, 19 in 1962, which broke the record of 
17 set by Brown in 1958. He scored one TD in '58, 8 
in '59, 11 in '60, 15 in '61, 19 in '62, 9 in '63 and 15 
in '84, 


Taylor breaks his Packer career record every 


time he rushes and/or gains a yard. He admits that 
his average gain—of close to fiva yards a carry— 
in important to him. 


"That means a lot to me—just like it does to 


every back, that average, it makes 
you feel lika 


you've had • good year. 


"Conditions have a lot to do with it, you know— 
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like a championship game or that game hi Cleveland 
when v/e were going against the top rusher, and our 
game in Milwaukee that won the championship." 


Taylor carried 31 times in the 1961 title game, 


tying the championship - game record of 31 set by 
Steve Van Buren of the Eagles against the Kami in 
1949. 


That Cleveland game was Taylor's first head-to- 


head meat with Brown. It was no contest. Jim gained 
158 yards in 21 carries — an average of 7.5 per car- 
ry, and scored four touchdowns. This was Taylor's

Taylor set his one-game record of 186 yards when 


the Packers beat 
the 
Giants to clinch 
the 1981 


championship in Milwaukee. He lugged 27 times that 
day for an average of 6.9. 


•'They gave me tremendous blocking that day and 


there was all kinds of running room," Jim recalled. 


Taylor very easily could have had his career end- 


ed after the 1982 season when he was floored by 
hepatitis in January of 1963. He was down in bed for 
nearly two months and then started the long road 
back with intensive exercises. He reported to camp 
in excellent condition and a clean bill of health from 
his physician. 


But there was always a feeling that the illness 


might have weakened him. In addition, Taylor suf- 
fered groin and leg injuries. 


"Looking back now," Jim explained, "My own 


belief is that the illness did hurt me last year. It was 
harder to come back after a hard game—much harder 
than it is now. It must have had a beating on my play 
last year." 


Taylor has taken a lot of banging in his carries 


against the best defenses in football but the burly 
rusher says "I feel as good as ever and I'm thankful 
because sometimes I get hit 
by some pretty big 


groups."

The com- 
puter a;so requires initial direction in performing 
its function, but iht end result Is the performance 
of mathematical and logical ftats which are impos- 
f-ible wrihin am reasonable time, fcr the human br^jn 
to duplicate. 


Mam of the problems which face /nan today as 


he attempts to adjust to a computerized socjetv are 
identical with those he faced as he attempted to Ed- 
just to the jndusiiahzed society < f the 18th centoy. 
A recent cartoon in the New Yorker pictured liv'o 
cave men squatting befcie a crude wheel and axJe. 
The caption: "I realize j's a great invention, but what 
vvjll wo «o wjth all the leisure time?" 


Threat to Religion? 


As the Luddites attacked the stocking Jennies of 


the early industrial ievolution, so there ex.si today 
those who would destrov the computer. At a recent 
national meeting of the Tinted Presbyterian Church 
US.A.. we weie warned "that computers may te a 
bigger threat to religion than the devil." In the same 
issue of the newspaper. Sydney Harris's column core 
the heading "Fallacv: computers are not intelligent. 
Jn fact." Air. Harris goes on to say. "they are stup.d."' 


] would like to suggest that ihe computer lies 


somewhere between a conniving devil and a babbling 
idiot. To fear it as an evil force is to fail to under- 
stand its limitations. To dismiss it as an idiot Is ic 
fail to understand its potential. We stand today on the 
verge on another leap forward in automation. It be- 
hooves us a33 to be aware of the means and conse- 
quences of this latest mechanical revolution. 


It will be my task this morning to discuss to what 


extent a computer can be built to perform intelligent 
acts: to what extent one may program for intelli- 
gence. When I talk of computer intelligence. I do 
not mean an attempt to simulate the human mental 
processes, but rather an attempt to devise a sv stern 
which will give acceptable or interesting answers to 
rational problems. We judge the intelligence cf the 
system by its answers and not by the method It 
uses to obtain these answers. The basic question is 
not how closely a computer may duplicate the human 
thought mechanism, rather the question is how many 
of our current activities which require human intelli- 
gence may now be done by a computer. 


Obviously, men can construct a computing ma- 


chine to take over such routine duties as adding a 
column of figures. Twenty years ago it was routine 
procedure for the grocery clerk to total your bill 
on the back of the paper bag in which he placed 


your groceries. Now as we pass through the aisles 
of the supermarkets, one takes it Icr granted that 
the electric adding machine not only -will total the 


' bill but also will give you the correct change. 


But how far may the activities of such machines 


te extended? Are they capable of learning, are they 
capable cf decision making, are they capable of crea- 
tive work on their own? The following 3ist gives, in 
a rough way. a progress report of computer pro- 
gramming to achieve intelligence: 


Adding Machines 


1. Abstraction and creativity 
2. Inductive inferences 
3. Deductive inferences 
4. Syntactical problems 
5. Mathematical problems 
6. Calculating problems 


The lowest level is the calculating or adding ma- 


chines which I have just mentioned. Such devices 
nave been known for centuries, and calculation has 
long been accepted as a desirable activity for a 
machine. Leibnitz wrote 1671. "It Js unworthy cf 
excellent men to lose hours like slaves in the labor of

calculations which could safely be relegated to any- 
cne else if machines were used/' 


The next step bejond arithmetic js the construc- 


tion cf a machine capable cf handling mathematical 
problems. One of the outstanding early workers in 
this field was the English mathematician Charles 
Eabbage. In the early 39lh century Babbage designed 
ard attempted Jo build a number of computing ma- 
chines. His so-called analytical engines viere well de- 
signed and well conceived, and they failed only in- 
sofar as the technology of the age was not developed 
enough to produce the mechanic.il parts he seeded 
foi the machine 


Jt was not really until the ear.y 3840s that the 


forerunners of our modern computers were built. 
These modern computers all have one thing in com- 
mon: rather than attempting to employ a series cf 
gears and notched wheels such as Babbage had en- 
visioned, they utilized electric circuits. The early- 
machines consisted of relays which were open or 
closed: the later ones used vacuum tubes which con- 
dueled or did not conduct: the present day computers 
consist of solid state elements which pass current 
clockwise or counter-clockwise to store their bus of 
information. These machines have simply an cn-off 
or a right-left type of perception and thus must rely 
on a binary number svstem. that is they count in ihe 
following manner: 0, 1. 10. 33. 20, 23. 30. 31, etc. 


Restrictions Overcome 


The computer reduces all arithmetic to addition 


and all logic to algebra Such a system appears ini- 
tially to be an extremely cumbersome one. The speed 
and size of the machine, however, more than com- 
pensates for these initial restrictions. 


At this point, we find that the major limitation 


is. translating our problems into a language that the 
machine can understand. The syntactical problem 
of translating into machine language has been studied 
extensively with the result that there 5s now a veri- 
table Tower of Babel of automatic languages. We 
have Fortran. Unco, Madcap. Alpac. Algo, Goofus, 
Extran . . . literally hundreds of machine languages. 
These languages permit us to pose the problems in a 
language similar to our own and then to translate 
these statements automatically into statements which 


have meaning in the binary system of the machine. 
Jn fact, we row have computers whose only function 
is to translate for other computers. There is a kind 
of evolutionary development of computers. Earlier 
.models not only served as prototypes but actually 
solve problems of design and language for later 
.models. 


]f ^e are now able to communicate with the .ma- 


chine, what type of problem may we expect it to 
handle? The next step forward is to give it problems 
which require only deductive processes. In this type 
of problem we supply the machine with a logic which 
permits it tc draw inferences from a set cf input 
data. One may even supply it with a graduated set of 
standards tc evaluate the deductions from the input 
data. In many cases we simulate a given physical sys- 
tem or problem and the computer, with its great 
speed, runs through all possible variations. 


For example, it could set up the streets of Mew 


York, take all sorts of permutation and combinations 
of one-way streets and two-way streets, and arrive at 
a maximum flow program. Or it could fee used es a 
diagnostic tool in medical problems. The symptoms 
and diseases are set up with cross references such 
that ihe machine can tell within certain degree of 
probability that a given set of symptoms infers a 
gAen disease. Cr again thp machine might be used 
to predict hew many caimns of a given kind of 
goods sheiiid be ordered to meet expected demands 
based en projected weather conditions, previous tales, 
and any other pertinent variables. 


Provides Decisions 


]n many ways, this activity is not far removed 


ft cm previous machine work, but note that it is now 
taking o\er. not only routine mechanical manipula- 
tors, but it is actually providing decisions which 
man had previously made. We are not too disturbed 
by this because we see that we must 'eed in the 
logic and ihe details and that we ^an conceive very 
simply of how the machine solves such problems. 


Computers are not limited, however, ic purely 


deductive inferences. Currently much work is being 
done on inductive inference. In this case we supply 
the machine with the problem and it attempts to 
derive hypotheses or theories from which the given 
problems may be solved. Such heuristic programs 
play a relatively limited role in computer work; much 
of the mere conventional methods such as icgic, 
probability, linear and dynamic programs, and game 
theory fall under deductive inferences. 


Hi is important, however, to note that heuristic 


programming is going on. Finding a proof for a 
theorem in plain geometry can be a taxing problem 
for an intelligent high school student. "When one 
poses a problem of this sort, the student is not told 
how to go about the solution. Rather, he is supplied 
with some experience in other proofs, given some 
general rules for accepting proofs, and then turned 
]cose. How he solves the problem .if he does) is not 
SJWEJS clearly known, but one can make seme gen- 
era] statements. The problem is usually broken down 
into a series of sub-problems and by making inductive 
leaps, which are checked out in ?. deductive manner, 
the solution is attained. We have been able to pro- 
gram computers to do such things as proving simple 
geometric theorems. 


Another aspect of the heuristic method can be 


seen in the machine's ability to learn. We can. for 
example, give the computer the rules for playing 
checkers, but withhold any advice as to how tc move 
so as to win. The computer will thus move in a ran- 
dom fashion but within the legal limits of the game. 
However, we build into the system a simulated value 
judgment device which says that it is good to win, 
and we define what we mean by winning. W€ also 
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permit the machine to revise the probability for 
making various moves in light of whether thesa 
moves in the past have been successful in winning for 
htm. 


If, after having set this initial program, you sit 


down and play the first game of checkers with the 
machine, you will find that you will have little trou- 
ble in defeating it. You then set the machine so that 
it plays checkers with itself all night and you go 
home for the evening. 


Learns to Play 


During the night this machine will play a few 


million checker games, and on the basis of Its suc- 
cess or failure in these games it will build up a set 
of principles for playing the game. You return the 
next morning and play checkers once more with the 
machine. Don't bet on your chances of winning; it 
will take you, hands down. It has. in the course of 
the evening, learned to play checkers. 


Finally we turn to the last category, that of ab- 


straction and creativity. Such problems are obviously 
a long way from being solved and, in fact, we are a 
long way from even being convinced that they may 
be solved. However, through a rather complex struc- 
ture of syntactical analysis coupled with methods of 
deductive and inductive inferences there has been 
some success made in such abstractions. At least 
work is going on in programs to permit machines 
to identify or recognize concrete examples as be- 
longing to a conceptual class and to formulate an ab- 


straction or concept from a totality of experiences. 
If such devices can be developed, then the next step, 
that of achieving creativity, becomes much simpler. 
In fact, the ability to abstract is basic to the ability 
to create. 


Most creative work or work which can show 


some semblance of creativity on computers has been 
restricted to music. The basic idea is to generate 
random notes and random tune interval patterns but 
to select from these only which meet the specifica- 
tions of certain rules of melody and of harmony. 
The basic problem becomes, therefore, one of formu- 
lating rules of selection for the machine. Given that 
this is accomplished, we then are faced with the more 
challenging question of mixing modes. The human 
composer is influenced by other works he hears, with 
other areas of experience and even his physical sur- 
roundings. Can we ever hope to program such modes 
for the computer so that it may simulate the mixed 
experience which motivates the true creative artist? 
I don't pretend to know the answer. 


FarReaching Changes 


Let me close by suggesting some far-reaching 


changes that must be forthcoming in our labor and 
economic structure by virtue of the computer's exist- 
ence. Routine calculating jobs have long since given 
way to analytic machines. Routine decision making 
in many aspects of business is now already being re- 
placed by computer decisions. 


Further, business will soon find that many "top 


level decisions" will come from the computer suite 
rather than the executive suite. In medicine, radical 


changes in diagnostic procedures must be forthcom- 
ing. Already we find the stock market being greatly 
influenced by the computer. It does not require a 
great stretch of imagination to foresee the time when 
the entire price market mechanism can be replaced 
by a computer pricing index. Sucli a change must 
have tremendous effect on man individually and on 
man as a group.

Indian's Hands in Winter Months

Although a feu persons of Bohemian descent live 


in the area south of Lake Arbutus toward Black 
Rner Falls, the population is mostly Indian. This is 
true of many other areas where the Winnebago has 
settled. S.nce the land JS useless for farming, bead- 
work, basket making and other handicrafts occupy 
the residents' hands during the winter months. They 
have gathered the raw materials during their sum- 
mer travels between one place of employment and 
another. 


The Indian ciaftbinen search every conceivable 


place for line antique beads—second-hand clothing 
shops, junk stoics, anywhere there is a possible 
chance of finding an old dress with the tiny bits of 
amber or crystal glass still attached. 


The stores that carry yard goods must then be 


searched for a certain color or pattern of material, or 
the extra wide yardage used for shawls must be 
found. When they have located the material, the 
craftsmen begin the search for the silken thread for 
the fringe. Each thread of fringe must be sewn into 
the material individually, knotted by hand into an in- 
tricate pattern and then cut evenly. The finished 
pieces of work are approximately six-feet square and 
represent untold hours of effort. 


Black Ash Trees 


While the younger people are away at their la- 


bors during the summer months, many of their elders 
are on their search for the black ash trees which 
piovide the raw materials for basket making. When 
found, the trees are cut into desired lengths, and 
the pounding begins. The bark must be pounded off 
before the log itself is ready. Experience alone can 
teach the method of pounding. 


There must be a regular rhythm and particular 


weight of stroke in order for the strips of wood to 
come off in perfect layers. These layers are separated 
again by hand and divided into varying widths. 


Since each Indian woman has her own style of 


basket-weaving, much thought is given to the design 
ol the product. Contrary to popular thought, original- 
ity of design comes from the maker, even though she 
may use the traditional colors or symbols for decora- 
tive purposes. 


Ceremonial sashes made by finger weaving de- 


signs—lightning, zig-/ag, arrowhead, or broken ar- 
row—also require an extremely deft hand, as do the 
miniature chief and squaw earrings and pins made 
from beads so minute they are hard to discern with 
the naked eye. The patience involved in making 
some of these articles is unbelievable. 


Backbreaking Hours 


Although the hours spent at handicraft seem 


backbreaking at the present time, the years follow- 
ing the depression were e\en worse. 


Until then, travel was mostly by pony. However, 


an Indian family was occasionally able to procure 
a car from a somewhat more fortunate neighbor. The 
car was then used by all of family's relatives and 
friends, since sharing is one of the basic Indian be- 
liefs E\en when it was completely worn out, the 
car still had its uses, like any other piece of ma- 
chinery. 


In the 1930s ball-bearings were of prime im- 


portance. Shotgun shells were a luxury few Indian 
jamilies could afford; thus, ball-bearings took the 
place of factory-made fineshot or buckshot. They 
were packed into empty shell casings along with wad- 
ding and gun powder to make shells that were deadly 
at close range. 


The Winnebago people of the Dells Dam and 


Black River Falls area caught fish primarily with

spears. A young Oneida man who married into a 
Winnebago family in the late 1950s was the first 
Indian in those parts to use white man's fishing 
tackle. 


Venison and fish, plus any meat they are able to 


buy, has always been the Winnebago's most im- 
portant food. Other staple items are much the same 
as for any other family of small income. Flour is 
important in preparing the traditional Indian fry- 
bread, which is filling and delicious as well as inex- 
pensive to make. 


Fry bread is prepared by putting flour in a large 


bowl, and adding yeast or baking powder, salt and 
water. It is mixed by hand, kneaded a few times, then 
flattened into pancake-like pieces. It is left to rise 
for about 15 minutes, then fried in hot fat. 


In the days when yeast was difficult to come by, 


the fortunate woman who had it always took off a 
piece of raw dough, covered it with water and set 
it aside in a covered yeast crock. In that manner she 
had yeast available the same as the pioneer woman. 


The Winnebago Indian family that lives in a rural 


area has seldom had refrigeration or access to ice 
during the summer months. Homemakers roast meat, 
which is then dried or put in salt. Berries are also 
dried, as are some vegetables. 


Now that more canned and packaged foods are 


available, many of the old processing methods have 
been abandoned, especially by those Indians who are 
employed and can afford to purchase these items.

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Logging, by C. B. Allerton 


BY JAMES AUER 


IMEENAH — "Why didn't you start painting sooner?" a friend once asked 


the late Charles B. Alleiton, who at 81 had picked up a brush and $2 set of 
watercolors and promptly earned for himself the appellation of "America's 
Grandpa Moses."' 


"Well." leplied the elderly master of the retrospective primitive, "1 didn't 


have time then " 


Time was. indeed, the only and final foe of this gifted but untrained in- 


terpreter of 19th century America. 


A retired right-of-way buyer for Consumers Powei Co. of Michigan, ar>d 


a life-long dealer in real estate. Allerton took up his artistic career only after 
raising a family and arriving at an age at \vhich most Americans are ready to 
sit back and reflect on past accomplishments. 


Painting almost entirely from memory, with a precision and perfectionism 


that were typical of his personality. Allerton set down in precise detail the 
jccnes that he recalled from his boyhood years on a Michigan farm. 


Allerton, who died in Kalamazoo, Mich., in 1963, at the age of 96, was the 


father of Mrs. Henry B. Toilette, 749 Elm St. Mrs. Toilette owns several Aller- 
ton watercolors, including "Gray's Elegy,"' reproduced on the opposite page. 


First to iccognize Allerton as a gifted primitive aitist WPS Phillip S. Men ill

Jr., then director of the Kalamazoo Ait Center. Intrigued by a few pencil draw- 
ings of farm animals shown him by the elderly neophyte, Merrill advised him: 


"You ought to get yourself a set of water colors. Then try to paint the 


whole story—not just a cow or a horse—do the whole farm scene." 


Accordingly, Allerton invested $2 in a set of water colors and went to work. 


A iew months later Merrill brought an art class to see what Allerton had pro- 
duced. 


"This isn't painting as we teach it in our art schools," he told the students. 


"This is real art. This is an honest attempt by a skilled but untrained artist 
to reproduce exactly what he sees. 


In his first year as an artist Allerton completed about 15 paintings, most 


of them based on childhood memories. Here were such nostalgic scenes as 
"The Fox Hunt." "Woodcutting,"' "Logging," "The Village Blacksmith," "The 
Plowman'" and many others. 


He excelled in winter scenes. Each contained a number of subject groupings 


which might, for a lesser artist, have sufficed for a single painting. "Logging" 
and "Winter on the Farm" were purchased by a large New York publishing 
company and reproduced on Christmas cards in 1959. 


"Almost every authority who has viewed Allerton's pictures has stated that 


they are better primitives than those turned out by Grandma Moses," Julius 
Vander Linde, a Kalamazoo artist-technician has declared. 


Mrs. H. B. Toilette told the Post-Crescent last week that her father only tried 


working in oil twice, to please her sister, an art teacher. 


"He felt more at ease with water color," Mrs. Toilette explained. "The sticki- 


ness of oil didn't appeal to him at all." 


Ever the self-conscious technician, he refused to resort to a pen, and always 


used brushes, for even the finest lines. Some of his brushes had but a single 
hair. There are grapes on the vines in his arbors, and fruit en his trees. Archi- 
tectural and agricultural details are rendered as accurately as he knew hew to 
secord them. 


National recognition came to C. B.- Allerton when the Lincoln-Mercury Times 


accepted "Haying Time"' (reproduced, opposite page) as its July-August, 1952 
cover. Later, Ford Times published two of his paintings, "Orlando Skyline and 
Lake Eola"' and "San Lando Springs, at Orlando."' to illustrate a story on Flor- 
ida's "Waterfront Unlimited."' 


His Florida paintings, and a depiction of Louis Bromfield's Malabar Farm, 


were among the few waieicolors in which Allerton chose contemporary scenes 
as his subjects. 


Born Oct. 5, 1867, Allertcn came of a family whose roots are deep in Ameri- 


can history. An ancestor. Isaac Allerton. was the fifth signer of the Mayflower 
Compact. A great-uncle. Sam Allerton. made a fortune in the Chicago stockyards 
and later endowed the Allerton room at the Chicago Art Institute. 


Three years before his death Allerton laid down his brush for good. Catar- 


acts on his eyes had seriously impaired his vision, and for a perfectionist like 
the elderly artist, this meant the end of his career. 


"Unless I can do it well, I won't do it at all," he told his family. 
His work, however, continued to be displayed and honored. 
In 1962 "Gray's Elegy" was shown at the Bergstrom Art Center, as pait of the 


Primitive and Folk Art Show arranged by Charles Brooks, the art center's execu- 
tive director, and William Hug. 


Out of a total production of some 40 paintings, only the handful reproduced 


in magazines have so far been sold. The rest remain in the hands of Allertcn's 
I'amily, as prized reminders of a remarkable career, embarked upon in the twi- 
light of a talented man's life.

brasses and percussion behind them. This recording 
should redress the balance somewhat, particularly in 
the case of the woodwinds and percussion. A fascinat- 
ing album.

Slowly but steadily the Haydn symphonic cata- 


logue is expanding beyond the standard Salomon 12. 
This is the only available recording of No. 78, while 
22 has had just a handful, one very recently. The 
latter is rather solemn Haydn and 78 is no master- 
piece but it has its beautiful moments. Very fine per- 
formances of little known Haydn works in brilliant 
sound by a conductor whose reputation is steadily 
rising through his recordings.

Here is a companion album to the recently re- 


leased recording of Miss Callas in Donizetti and Ros- 
sini arias, apparently cut at the same time. In pre- 
senting great arias from "Otello,"' "Don Carlo'" and 
"Aroldo," the singer exposes herself to the same 
criticisms of the earlier release. Dramatically she 
leaves little to be desired; vocally the quality is well 
below what she could produce in better days.

Britain Honors Medical Hero

About a year and a half ago we took notice of a 


notable first in the stamps of Great Britain—a de- 
parture from the British tradition of featuring only 
monarchs' portraits on their adhesives. It was William 
Shakespeare who broke the ice. 


And when Churchill died, they could hardly deny 


him postal homage when other countries of the world 
were issuing stamps in his honor. On the first of this 
month they bent the monarchial tradition out of shape 
with a postage stamp salute to Sir Joseph Lister. 


Of course. Queen Elizabeth gets equal billing in 


the stamp designs. But the inscriptions read: Lister 
Centenary, Antiseptic Surgery (illustration). And, 
wonder of wonders, a mechanical contrivance appears 
on the four-penny value—a museum specimen of the 
kind of apparatus Lister used in producing his germ- 
killing carbolic sprays. 


This is a fine thing. So England is hailing one of 


her heroes. More important, the world is thus re- 
minded of what one medical man did for the cause 
of saving human lives. Before antiseptics, anyone 
unfortunate enough to require surgery had tremen- 
dous odds against him. Lister's discovery reduced 
the surgical mortality from about 50 per cent to 
around two or three per cent. His achievement ulti- 
mately resulted in his being made a baron, another 
first in the annals of peerage. 


Pharmaceutical firms have made numberless addi- 


tions to the battery of antiseptics in use today. But, 
surprisingly, two products conceived in connection 
with Lister's discovery in 1865 remain in popular use. 
Carbolic salve or carbolic acid base products represent 
one factor. And a continuing household item named 
for Lister (with his consent) is still around. Full 
credit for that product, a well known liquid germ- 
killer, must, however, be given to an American by 
the name of Lambert. 


Will Jordan Lambert someday be honored on a 


U S. postage stamp? As things stand, such a gesture 
would have tremendous commercial implications, so 
it isn't likely. That would open the door to a deluge 
of pressures—stamps noting names like Ford, Fire- 
stone. Goodyear and DuPont. And that would never 
do.

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Rugged South Dakota Beckons the Adventurous 


Mt. Rushmore National Monument 
Draws Thousands to Black Hills

RAPID CITY. S. D. — Since the turbulent days of the Gold Rush, South 


Dakota's Black Hills have beckoned the adventurous. 


A modern-day Magic Circle motor tour of this colorful country, a key sector 


of the Old West Trail, begins here in Rapid City. Among Its attractions are 
the Sioux Indian Museum, a tribute to the area's first inhabitants; the South 
Dakota School of Mines' Museum of Geology, a fascinating glimpse into the 
Black Hills' beginning; and Dinosaur Park, a cement and steel menagerie of 
life-size prehistoric monsters. 


Driving south, the first stop is at Rockerville, an old camp whose main street 


looks as it might have during the uninhibited days of the '70s when the now- 
bleak hillsides were booming. Favored by visitors is the Meller-Drammer, a 
summer theater where college thespians present such villain-hissing plays as 
"Lily, the Felon's Daughter". 


Awesome Monument 


Ten miles on is Mount Rushmore National Memorial, an awesome monument 


which enshrines Presidents Washington, Jefferson, Theodore Roosevelt, and 
Lincoln. Created by Gurzon Borglum, the 60-foot faces chiseled atop a 6,000- 
foot granite mountain capture the characteristics attributed to each chief execu- 
tive. At night floodlights dramatically illuminate the massive sculptures. 


The top scenic drive of the Black Hills is Needles Highway, cut through eerie 


granite spires and winding between battlements and jagged monoliths; Needles 
Eye Tunnel, a huge twist of stone, has a narrow passage at the bottom for cars. 


Wind Cave National Park is a spectacular underground catacomb of tunnels 


where winds suck in and rush out, varying with different barometric pressures. 
Well-placed lighting enhances the honeycombed "boxwork" veins, strangely 
pitted ceilings, and delicate walls of frostwork recessions. 


Turning north (U. S. 385), the next objective is Custer, named after the 


famed general who led a scouting expedition sent here to confirm gold rumors. 
Today's Frontier Museum is a mother lode of early mining relics; a gold wash- 
ing machine, rocker cradle, pans, picks, gold scales, and yellowed copies of The 
Chronicle, founded in 1879. 


5PEARFI6H 


Crazy Horse 


The Magic Circle route pauses at Thunderhead Mountain's Crazy Horse 


Memorial, under construction for 17 years. When finished the colossal sculpture 
will be 640 feet long and 560 feet high—taller than the Washington Monument. 
The equestrian figure of the great Sioux chieftain will dominate the whole top 
of the 6,600-foot mountain. 


Rail buffs have a field day at Hill City, terminus of the "Train to Oblivion" 


(admission). Gathering steam beside the standard gauge track is a little narrow 
gauge train that makes daily smoke-belching runs to the Oblivion terminus. 


Historic Deadwood still has numerous visitor lures in the Broken Boot gold 


mine tours; the picturesque main street's old store fronts; Saloon No. 10 with 
its coin operated honky-tonks, old guns, animal heads, and sawdust on the 
floors; the actual bar where Wild Bill Hickok was shot while holding aces and 
eights; Mount Moriah Cemetery, a wind-swept Boot Hill where many of the 
turbulent West's most legendary characters are buried—Wild Bill, Calamity 
Jane, Potato Creek Johnny. Preacher Smith. 


Dipping south i U. S 851 for a few miles, you can drive or take the chair 


lift (fee) to the 7.071-foot summit of Terry Peak. From this lofty vantage point 
there is a panoramic view over the dark green hills and far prairies. 


Final highlight of this Magic Circle trip along the Old West Trail is the 


Black Hills Passion Pla>. staged in Spearfish since 1939. and which has gained 
world-wide acclaim.

Glossy Ponderosa Lemon Plants 
Have Something for Everyone' 


BY KATHERINE B. W4LKER 


Ponderosa 
Lemon plants have something for 


eveiyone. For the flower-lever, they have "waxy-whiie, 
delightfully fragrant blossoms; for someone who sim- 
ply wants a nice foliage plant, they have neat, glossy- 
green leaves; and for those who want tangible bene- 
fits to result from their gardening efforts, the plants 
produce huge, delicious fruits. Ponderosas (Citrus 
JimojJia 'Ponderosa') are often cplled Wonder-lemons, 
because their fruit is so enormous, usually weighing 
between two and three pounds. One lemon will make 
several pies, or lemonade for a whole crowd! 


Small-fruited citrus (and despite the size of these 


lemons, the plant is classed as such) have long been 
popular pot plants. In addition to Pondercsa lemon, 
Otabeiie orange (Citrus taitensis), Calamondin (C. 
jruiisl and kumquat (Fortunella /nsrgaiita) are dwarf 
iypes customarily grown indoors. Recently I have 
been growing the Myrtleieaf orange (C. suranticum 
myriifolia) as a large specimen in B sunny east 
window: by placing it outdoors while it was in flower 
M> bees and other insects could explore its blossoms, 
1 now have a nice drop of fruit on the plant. Although 
these oranges are fully edjble, I think their decora- 
tive value on the plant is gieater than their worth 
in an orangeade. 


Unlike many tender, evergreen plants ficm the 


ti epics, and sub-tropics, citrus prefer to have the soil 
ilry out slightly between waterings. Let it get quite 
dry to about one-third its depth, then scak it heavily. 
The soil itself should be a rich. Iccse ]cam mixed 
•Aoth an equal amount of peatmoss or cak jeafmold 
to make it moderately acid; this will promote best 
3e?f color and heaviest flowering. G'.\e your citrus 
as much sunlight as possible, and spray the foliage 
frequently with plain water, not only to keep the 
leaves clean and shiny but also to discourage red 
spider mites.

Willoughby Shoots The Great Race'

Bob Willoughby is living proof that a photogra- 


pher can be in four different places at one time 
shooting simultaneously in color and black and white. 


The explanation: electronics! 
To accomplish the feat, Bob took pictures with 


one camera while operating three other cameras by 
radio remote control. 


The stunt sounds simple as stated bu when listen- 


ing to Willoughby describe in detail the advance 
preparations and the unforeseen complications which 
ensued, I predict the field of electronic photography 
is not likely to be overcrowded. 


Bob Willoughby is a Los Angeles magazine pho- 


tographer who became a specialist in still picture 
coverage of major motion picture productions. A 
successful assignment on "My Fair Lady" brought 
a call from Wair.er Bros, to handle their next produc- 
tion, "The Great Race." 


"Usually a scene in a movie is reheased again 


and again," Willoughby pointed out. "This gives the 
still photographer ample opportunities to shoot color, 
black and white, close-ups, character studies or what- 
ever is needed. However, so many situations in 'The 
Great Race' could be shot only once that I had to plan 
a multiple-camera hook-up system in order to shoot 
from three or four different angles at the same time. 


"First I tried using extension wires but despite 


warnings and danger flags, everyone tripped over 
the wires. Then I remembered some photo friends 
who were developing a remote radio control system 
for operating motorized cameras My appeal got ma 
an advanced model. 


"Through a wireless transmitter the size of a 


35mm camera, I could operate three cameras located 
at strategic points by radio signal. Setting up these 
cameras was a job in itself. It v/as like consulting a 
crystal ball to figure out where I should put a tele- 
photo lens and where a short focus lens for action I 


wasn't too sure about. They they had to be pointed la 
the right direction, focused, and the shutter speed 
and lens aperture set in advance. 


"My experiences uncovered many frustrating prob- 


lems in the system which were later corrected. For 
instance, you know how a car radio goes dead when 
traveling through a tunnel. Well, when I passed 
under the movie sound boom or metal camera crane, 
something happened to my transmitter signal also. 
Sometimes it canceled the interlock on my camera 
radio receivers and they would start clicking away 
shooting up all the available film. 


"After climbing up to reload the cameras with 


fresh film. I made sure to turn off the power when 
near metal monsters after that. 


"Since a lot of our shooting was on location La 


Paris Vienna and Salzburg as well as in Kentucky 
and California, I ran into European electrical prob- 
lems. I had to recharge the transmitter and receiver 
batteries every night, and different currents in each 
country called for different outlet adaptors and trans- 
formers. And there was a difference in the radio 
frequencies used abroad. You should see some of by 
'Rubs Goldberg' decives to get around these problems! 


"Once the cameras started to roll, there was no 


way to correct or change exposures on the remote 
cameras if the lighting situation changed. And I had 
to count each exposure carefully because if I used up 
the film before a major action took place, vital pic- 
tures wouldn't be taken. Changing film on remote 
cameras can not be done conveniently." 


It was quite evident Bob Willoughby met the chal- 


lenges and overcame them. In a New York art gal- 
lery, a large group of art editors and press people 
were admiring an exhibition of 230 prints in color 
and black and white of his photographs from "The 
Great Raca" assignment. The exhibition was headed 
next for Los Angeles and then for London, Paris and 
Route.

Leisured Victorians Founded 


Britain's Noted Kennel Club

The British Kennel Club is in all ways analogous, 


us far as authority and conlroJ of all things pertaining 
to breeding and exhibiting of registered dogs, to that 
wieJded by our American Kennel Club. 


We felt that this resume of its inception and de- 


velopment might interest some readers:

The middle of the 19ib century found the prosper- 


ous and leisured Victorians with a passion for exhibi- 
tions and "instructive entertainments."' The develop- 
ment of the railways brought Ihe whole of the country 


- within reach of ihe Great Exhibition of 1851. housed 


jn what was to become the Ciysia] Palace; and during 
the following years a series cf exhibitions of widely 
varying character was held. 


The first organized dog shew was held in Ihe Town 


HaJ], Newcastle-on-Tyne, June 28 and 29. 3859. The 
show Y/as organized by Messrs. Shorthcse and Pape 
at ihe suggestion of R BraiJsfoid and had 60 entries 
of pointers and setters. There \vere three judges io 
each class. Only one class was held for each breed at 
these early shows, and Ibe dogs were unidentified 
except by iheir kennel names; reference Io the old 
catalogues reveals Mr. Murrell's "Spot" 
(price 


$15,000) competing against Mr. Brown's "Venus" 
(price $5), unfortunately, the name of the winner is 
not given. 


The Calendar gives two shows each year for the 


next 10 years and by this lime, 1870, it \vas obvious 
1bat a controlling body was necessary to legislate in 
canine matters. The Crystal Palace Show was first 
held in the 1870 by the National Dog Club, and filter 
the second show S. E. Shirley, M.P., of Ellington, 
called together that committee and a discussion en- 
MKle which resulted in 12 gentlemen meeting in Lon- 
don in April. 1873: this meeting marked the founding 
of the Kennel Club. One of the earliest undertakings 
of Ihe newly formed Kennel Club was the compilation 
of a Stud Book. The Editor was Frank C. S Pearce, 
the ton cf the Rev. Thomas Peaice, Ihe well-known 
"klstone" of The Field. 


System Required 


The first volume of ihe Slud Book contained the 


jcoords of shows from 1859 and {o quote "The History 
of 1he Kennel Club," it was obvious that some system 
oi distinctive nomenclature would have to be intro- 
duced to overcome the con! u si on arising out of "quan- 
lities of Spots, Bobs, Bangs, Jels, Nettles, Vies, most 
of them insufficiently described and none of them 
being well-known dogs cf ihe same name". 


Jn 1880 the committee introduced a system of 


"universal registration," which was al first strongly 
opposed. Bui. ihe advantage of reserving the use of a 
name for a dog was quickly seen and accepted. Regis- 
tration in 1880 was nothing more than the registra- 
tion of a name Io avoid duplication in the Stud Book; 
the pedigree was of little importance and only came 
ns an. aid to identification at a later date. 


The committee formulated a cede of 10 rules, 


/elating io dog shows, all of a simple character. It 
was announced lhat societies which adopted this code 
of rules for their shows would be "recognized" and 
the winners at Iheir shows would b« eligible for the 
Stud Book. Jn J875, the committee decided tc dis- 
qualify dogs which were exhibited at unrecognized 
shows, but this iiile was not enforced for some years. 


The Kennel Gazette was fii&t published in 1880,

At ihe end ol ihe cenluiy Ihe character of dog show- 
ing had so improved that about half of the exhibitors 
were women, and members of ihe Royal Family wtie 
showing dogs regularly. His Royal Highness ihe 
Prince of Wales was a staunch suppoiier cf ihe move- 
ment 1o pi event Ihe cropping of dogs" ears, and from 
Apiil 9, 1898, such dogs havt been ineligible ior 
competition. 


3n 3900 nearly 30 championship shows were held, 


and ihe smaller informal shows were becoming more 
and more popular. The policy of ihe committee was 
io keep rules and restrictions io a minimum and 
shows were "recognized," "licensed" or "sanctioned" 
providing ihe executive of the show agreed ic adopt 
ihe Kennel Club show regulations. The guarantors 
of « show signed an undertaking (and still do) "io 
hold and conduct ihe show under and in accordance 
wilh the Rules and Regulations of ihe Kennel Club 
etc." 


Each decade ihe number of dogs registered al the 


Kennel Club has doubled. Jn 1960 133,618 dogs were 
registered and 5,036 were exported, about in in every 
26. Nearly 3,500 shows of all types were held in 1S60. 


The Kennel Club acquired Crufts Show during 


Ihe 1939-45 war ailcr ihe death of Charles Cruit, and 
has held the show in February each year at Olyrnpia 
since 1950. The entry each successive year has broken 
all records. In 1960 ihere were 7,892 dogs of 117 dif- 
ferent breeds at the Show.

America's main musical tradition, country and west- 
ern always remained aloof Record companies found 
it a regional gold mine but never could get national 
minting on their lucrative vein.

As every schoolboy is supposed to know, the fall of 


Constantinople to the Turks in 1453 cut Europe's 
trade routes to the Far East and sent Columbus and 
ether explorers sailing away to find new ones. 


That is just one of the beliefs that Sir Steven 


Hunciman pinpricks in this account of the siege, even 
)i he does not puncture it entirely. 


Constantinople's conquest, he relates, did less 


damage to Venice's eastern trade than did the later 
conquest of Egypt, and did less to topple Genoa than 
that city's troubles at home. 


The often-remarked dispersion of Greek scholars 


through Europe as a result of the fall actually had 
been foreshadowed by a generation by the welcome 
given such scholars in unhersities and courts all over 
the continent. 


Only the economic decay of the great imperial city 


could scarcely have been exaggerated. By the time 
Sultan Mehmet II got around to laying his siege, he 


already ruled Asia Minor and most of the Balkan 
peninsula. Constantinople stood up in the center of 
his realm like a sore thumb. Yet it then contained 
less than 100,000 people within its great Avails, as 
against a million in its heyday. 


All the European cities, states and empires were 


much too busy with their own problems, and too 
prejudiced by their own animosities toward the Ortho- 
dox Church to extend any effective aid. Yet the 
Emperor John rallied his 7.000 fighting men with 
indomitable courage to face 80.000 Turks—the finest 
army in the world. 


Short of men. arms and food, the Christians held 


out against all expectations for eight long weeks and 
almost won in the end. Despite the rapine and slaugh- 
ter that followed, parts of the sprawling city were 
untouched, worship continued in some of the churches, 
and life continued with some normality for a while, 
before the Turkish engulfment of later centuries.

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Sheinwold on Bridge 
Playing in Correct 
Sequence Is Helpful 


BY ALFRED SHEINWOLD 


When you have two different lines of play for 


your contract, you may not have to choose one or the 
other. By playing your tricks in the correct sequence 
you may be able to combine both lines of play so that 
you have both chances instead of only one. 


For example, suppose you hold A-K-Q-x of spades 


and one low heart in the dummy, with x-x-x of spades 
and A-Q in hearts in your own hand. You need five 
tricks in those two suits. 


You will make four spade tricks if the six missing 


spades are dhided 3-3 The odds are almost 2 to 1 
against such a favorable break If the king of hearts 
is at your right, rather than at your left, you can make 
two heart tricks by taking a finesse 
You have art 


even chance to be successful if you take this finesse. 


The heart finesse is "better" than the play for an 


extra spade trick, but you should not decide to play 
for the finesse. Nor should you decide the other way. 
Play for both. Begin by taking dummy's three top 
spades. If both opponents follow suit all three times, 
dummy's last spade will be good. If not. there is still 
time to try the heart finesse. You will make your 
contract if either play succeeds. 


What should you do if you are forced to make a 


choice? Suppose your right-hand opponent gains the 
lead and plays a heart before you have had a chance 
to test the spades Should you take the finesse, or 
should you go up with the ace of hearts and try for 
this favorable break in spades? 


You mst make a delicate calculation As a matter 


of cold mathematics, you are more likely to win a 
simple finesse than get a 3-3 break in spades. But 
why is your opponent leading hearts? Is he the sort 
of player who would lead the suit if he had the king? 
If so, would be take time to nerve himself to this play, 
or would he make the play quickly? Did you notice 
his manner as he led the heart? 


If you know your customers, and if your judgment 


tells you that the heart finesse is surely going to fail, 
play the ace of hearts and try for the spade break. 
Even a slim chance is better than none. 


When you're trying to combine two or more lines 


of pla\. don't forget to give the opponents a chance 
to make a mistake. This is especially important when 
your "legitimate" plays are rather poor and when 


the opponents are below world championship calibre. 
A world championship match is riddled with errors, 
so you can just imagine what happens in a less exalted 
game. 


The point is illustrated in a hand played recently 


in a quite ''tough" rubber bridge game. All of the 
players were experienced, but when the hand was 
over one of them had acquired a little more experi- 
ence.

If 
East had both the queen and jack of trumps, South 
could avoid the loss of a trump trick by taking two 
finesse through East. South didn't care much for this 
line of play, since he had only about a 25 per cent 
chance to succeed. 


Another line of play would work if the trumps 


broke 3-2 and the clubs broke 3-3. South could draw 
two rounds of trumps with the ace and king and then 
run the clubs.

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Outdoors Wisconsin 
Loss of Chlorophyl Causes Leaves 
To Turn Color As Autumn Arrives

Maples and sumachs have had touches of red in 


their foliage as early as Sept. 1 in northern areas this 
year. If you were up north earlier, during the late 
August blackberry season, for instance, you may ha\e 
seen a branch here and there of bright red on maples 
even then. More than likely this was an unnatural 
condition, the branch being broken or damaged, in- 
fected by disease, or infested with insects. 


Just as a wormy apple turns color sooner than a 


sound one, so do leaves which are not sound and 
healthy. The coloring is a sign of the ripening of 
fruit and leaf, and is caused by a loss of chlorophyll. 
When chlorophyll no longer reaches leaves and fruits, 
the other colors present in these plant parts show 
themselves. 


Chlorophyll can be lessened or stopped in several 


ways. One is by cold weather which lessens the flow 
of the sap upward from the roots to the rest of the 
plant. This is a big factor in the turning of the 
leaves. Another is the gradual loosening of the leaf 
or fruit from the twigs or branches. As the leaf or 
fruit approaches maturity, a waxy cambium layer 
forms between the end of the stem and the branch 
to which it is attached. This prevents chlorophyll 
from reaching these plant parts. 


This gradual separation of stem from plant makes 


possible the ripening and turning color of cherries, 
tomatoes and canteloupes. When dead ripe, the sep- 
aration is complete and they drop to the ground. 


In the upper third of Wisconsin, the average time 


of best color in foliage is during the last week of 
September and the first \\eek of October. It can vary 
a week or so either way. 


In the Upper Peninsula of Michigan, the best 


coloring may occur any time after the middle of 
September. The shorter the growing season in an> 
area, the earlier the lea\es turn. 


Most of us have favorite places to visit during 


this colorful season 
Door, Menominee, Marinette, 


Shawano and Forest Counties may be your pet spots, 
but any of the Northeastern Wisconsin and Upper 
Peninsula highways will lead you to scenes worth 
viewing and photographing. 


Red maples and sumachs show off the most bril- 


liant reds. They are also among the earliest of trees 
to turn color. Hard maples, oaks, birches, beeches and 
even aspens are gay too, showing such colors as bright 
yellow, or yellow tinged with red or orange, deep red 
or maroon, as in oaks, bronze, purplish and gold. 


If you read some of the popular Western maga- 


zines which proclaim the beauties of their areas, you 
know how often they invite visitors to see the "autumn 
gold of the aspens and poplars." Aspens and poplars! 
We tend to overlook these amid the brighter splendor 
of maples, sumachs, and red oaks. 


While driving about looking at the autumn colors, 


don't overlook shrubs and vines, as well as even 
smaller plants. 


As it happened, the clubs did not break 3-3, but East

Soon we will have a new neighbor on our block. 


An attractive new home is being built on one of the 
few unoccupied lots in our immediate neighborhood. 
We don't know the owners, but we are reasonably 
sure they are a responsible and respectable family, 
accustomed to tidy management of their affairs in- 
cluding lawn and yard. 


How do we know? Merely by observing the care 


with which the contractor has gone about the business 
of excavating for the basement, of segregating the 
top-soil for later distribution in the most effective 
way, and most of all, the care with which he has pro- 
tected the trees he found on the lot from bruising or 
uprooting through contact with the heavy machinery. 


Many persons have been disappointed by the care- 


lessness of excavations on their home sites, with re- 
sulting problems in preparing a soil bed for lawn 
grass later, and costs in the replacement of trees or 
other growth they thought they had acquired with 
the land purchase. It is not always the fault of the 
contractor. He will follow instructions, when he has 
them, as will his employes on their machines who oth- 
erwise tend to be careless in their haste during the 
construction season. 


For many persons, the wooded homesite is the 


most attractive. But the problem of protecting shade 
trees during the construction must be anticipated by 
such owners. I have been advised that one of the 
best guides available is a new bulletin of the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture, available from the Super- 
intendent of Documents, U. S. Government Printing 
Office, Washington, D. C. 20402. at 25 cents a copy. 
Anyone planning to build a home on a wooded lot 
might be wise to send a quarter for the little book. It 
is entitled -'Agriculture Information Bulletin 285."
